Although tbero was u hydrant in.every 
cell and general bathiug facilities in 
each oomparttaeut, tho reporter found 
ouly ouo iunmto either nt bath or with 
any indication of having bathed within 
a year. It was explained to him by the 
prison authorities that formerly tbo 
regulations required prisoners to bntho 
daily, but that this was regarded as 
finch a hardship that the sufferers man- 
agfitl to hnvo it declared u form of cruel 
and nunsnal punishment and so to have 
tho rulo abrogated. 
Thero are in tho 


prison now t!,451 prisoners, of whom 
a, 033 arc ineu and 80 arc minors. 


A onrions feature found by the re- 


porter was the Spanish regard for the 
arts, even within prison walls. 
He 


1'ouud in tho south wiug tho writers of 
libel, "and tho cells reserved for mu- 
sicians, artists and others of the fins 
arts." It would seem to be a charitable 
as well as an -inclusive provision, that 
"and others" (besides artists) of tho 
line aria, The musicians are permitted, 
apparently, to take their instruments to 
jail with them, much as mechanics taise 
into tbo prison workshop their own 
tools of tratte. "The walls of tho mu- 
sicians' culls are decorsited with differ- 
ent musical instruments, and tho re- 
porter was told that almost every oven- 
ing thero was n coucurt in ouo of the 
patios."

red land payments, but if they give th 
subject serious consideration they wi.

The rodder of a wooden ship is com- 


posed ot tbe italk and tbe .backing, 
which are »o joined together as to form 
In effect a single piece. The complete 
rodder is coppered, to protect it from 
worms, and then, besides being praoti- 
oally all in one piece, it bas that ap- 
pearance also. 


Tbe stalk is tbe part to which are at- 


tached tbe pintles, or pivots, by which *j 
tbe rodder is suspended and held in IE 
place, these going through eyes set in S 
the ship's sternpost. The stalk runs np - 
through tbe stern of tbe Bbip, and to 
its head is bolted a cap to which are at- 
tached tla topes by means of wbiob tbe 
raddex is controlled. Tbe backing is tbe 
blade put of tbe rudder. 
Sy far tbe greater strain comes on 


tbe stalk, and tbe greatest strain of all 
cornea on tbe bead of the stalk, the 
rodder bead, whare it is held. Tbe 
stalk is made of tbe wood most likely 
to stand tbe strain, carefully selected, 
sound, well seasoned oak, while the 
backing is made of spruce or bard'pine. 
Tbe stalk is of a single, solid, massive 
piece, stoat as an oak tree and indeed 
of tbe dimensions of a small oak,

It wonld be difficult if not impossible j 
to and trees that wonld yield planks 
big enongb for the purpose in a single 
piece, and tbe built up backing, made 
of pieces of selected wood, can easily be 
made of ample strength to withstand 
any strain that will be brought upon it. 


As to tbe stalk, stont and solid aa the 


oak may be, tbe bead may be twisted 
by tbe force of a tremendous blow from 
ft wave npon tbe rudder, or, under tbe 
repeated strains of long use, the bead 
may split, and so make tbe stalk use- 
less. Then tbe rodder is taken ont and 
fitted with a new stalk. A suitable stick 
is selected and worked down to tbe 
proper sue and form, and very probably 
the old backing is attached to it. Tbe 
life of a rudder stalk wonld probably 
be IS to 14 years. The backing might 
last as long as tbe ship.
